Moscow, January 30.—(#)—Declar- 
ing that since its foundation the third 
international has “proclaimed the ne- 
cessity of war against the insolent and 
mightiest capitalist regime and im- 
perialism of the United States,” the 
red communist organization which was 
founded by Lenin in the Kremlin, 
March 5, 1919, bitterly arraigns the 
United States for its Latin-American 
policy.

The third international is closely 
identified with the soviet government. 
Joseph Stalin, who is virtually in con- 
trol of the communist party in Russia, 
is a member of the _ international 
praesidium. Gregory Zinovoff was its 
president, until expelled from the or- 
ganization. ‘Trotzky, Kameneff and 
other members of the left wing also 
had their difficulties with the inter- 
national and were demoted from high 
positions in this vast labor organiza- 
tion which has many affiliations in 
other countries. 

Denies Red Activity. 

Only recently Premier Alexis Ry- 
koff, in denying communist activities 
in Nicaragua or Mexico, declared that 
the soviet government would not al-

New York, January 30,—()—The 
United States is “hell- bent upon the 
meanest kind of imperialist e policy” 
in its dealing with Mexico ahd Nica- 
raugua, Senator Burton K. Wheeler, 
democrat, of Montana said here today. 
Senator Wheeler spoke at a meeting 
under the auspices of the ncn- interven- 
tion citizens’ committee. 

“What hypocrisy you 
what cowards you are 
face of your pretensions and the pre- 
tensions of your statesmen your own 
government permits a few merce- 
naries in the city of New York to 
take away the sovereignty of a free 
people in Nicaragua, in Haiti, in San- 
to Domingo, in Mexita or in any other 
cuuntry ” Senator Wheeler said. “Are 
we going to let our nationals obtain 
concessions or titles through brivery 
and corruption from weak and illiter- 
ate people and then send our Amer- 
ican boys to uphold them in their im- 
moral, if not criminal, acts? 

“What I fear is that if congress 
eannot force President Coolidge and 
Secretary of State Kellogg to change 
their imperialistic attitude in Mexico, 
the adjournment of congress will be 
followed shortly by ithdrawal of 
recognition of the Mexican  govern- 
ment, which is worthy of preserva- 
tion, Shots will be fired, no doubt, 
and we will see American boys march- 
ing into Mexiean territory.” 

Senator Wheeler questioned Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s good faith in the state- 
ment of facts in the Nicaragua situa- 


He accused the president of omitting

ON CHINA COLLAPSES. 
BY JOHN POWELL.

Shanghai, January 30.—(12 o'clock 

midnight).—That the whole foreign po- 
sition on China collapsed like a house 
of cards is the impression created 
generally by the receipt this after- 
noon .of the announcement by Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, the British for- 
eign secretary, that the British are 
prepared to go the whole road in re- 
linquishment of special privileges and 
are ready “to negotiate equal treaties 
with China. 

Local Britons, who thought the 
troop movements were for the purpose 
of reestablishing the old rights, are 
completely oe any ar gen by the offi- 
cial announcenfént but are particularly 
incensed that America beat Great Brit- 
ain to it in the announcement of a 
new China deal. 

C. T. Wang, the local Kuomintang 
leader, discussing Secretary Frank B. 
Kellogg's note, declared that most of 
the document contained familiar lan- 
guage but one sentence brought joy to 
Chinese hearts. This was that Ameri- 
ca is willing to negotiate an_ equal 
treaty with China, separately from 
the powers which indicates that the 
old ring formed by the powers is to 
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be definitely scrapped, thus paving 
the way for China’s complete independ- 
ence from international control. 


NEW BRITISH POLICY 
IS GIVEN APPROVAL. 

London, January 30.—Lloyd George 
and Ramsay MacDonald have express- 
ed approval of the new British policy 
toward China, announced by Sir Aus- 
ten Chamberlain, foreign minister, in 
which revision of unequal treaties 
and negotiations for joint administra- 
tion of concessions are proposed. 

Lioyd George, as head of the lib- 
eral party, and MacDonald, former 
premier, are political opponents of 
Chamberlain, a conservative. 

“Chamberlain has shown great cour- 
age and moderation,” said Lloyd 
George. “There is considerable vision 
in the general lines that are being 
followed in the British negotiations.” 
Speaking at Daventry, MacDonald also 
approved Chamberlain’s statement. 
“His Christmas memorandum was 
good, while that issued on January 22 
was excellent,” the former premier de- 
clared, urging Foreign Minister Chen, 
of China. who is _ negotiating 
with British Charge d’Affaires 0’ Mal- 
ley at Hankow, China, for return of 
certain rights to the. Chinese, to face 
the facts.

Substance Is Discovered 


Nn SCIENTISTS ANNOUNCE RESULT OF STUDIES 


To Start Life Processes 


Berkeley, Calif., January 30.—()— 


The curtains of the laboratory were 
drawn aside today after 20 years of 
intensive research work to reveai pub- 


licly for the first time one of the 
most startling scientific studies of the 
present century. 

At the University of California, Dr. 
Guy W. Clark and Dr. Paul W.. Sharp 
of the biochemistry department, an- 
nounce experiments with oocytin, a 
strange substance which he claims 
starts the development of the germs of 
life already lying dormant in the egg. 

Tests with this substance, extract- 
ed from the blood of various animals, 
disclose that it has the power of 
fertilizing and producing new individ- 
uals from the egg of the common sea 
urchin. 

However, the men concerned: with 
the problem stress the fact that the 
question has nothing to do with the 
development of life chemically, but 
merely acts as a spark or trigger-pull 
to start the life processes into the 
development of individual animals 
from the egg. ‘ 

Discovered some time previous to 
1909 by the late Dr. Jacques Loeb, 
noted biochemist, the University of 
California department of biochemistry, 
so far as is known, is the only one 
in the world that has done any re- 
search work on oocytin. 

n a communication to the Ameri- 
ean Journal of Biological Chemistry, 
Dr. Clark reports that “these chemi- 
cally started animals have not lived 
more than two or three days. There 
seems to be something lacking in the 
physical or mechanical means of car 
rying out the fertilization that causes 


their death after the formation of 
membrane has well begun and the nor- 
mal process of development seemingly 
set going.”’

PAN-AMERICAN CONFERENCE 
IS SUGGESTED BY LABOR. 

Washington, January 30.—As an 
alternative to arbitration with Mexi- 
co, the American Federation of Labor 
suggests a conference of Pan-Ameri- 
can countries to agree upon agencies 
for passing on international relations. 
“Tt is high time to reach some def- 
inite understanding of distinction be- 
tween intervention and protection of 
the rights and property of American 
citizens,” declared President William 
Green in The American Federationist, 
official organ of the A. F. of L. 

“These purposes permit wide lati- 
tudes of interpretation which may 
sometimes include the special interests 
of questionable investments. There is 
need for clarification of policies in the 
Pan-American sphere. An alterna- 
tive course to arbitration is a confer- 
ence of Pan-American countries. to 
agree upon methods and agencies ‘for 
deciding upon international relations 
and business. 

“American labor hopes our govern- 
ment will not play the part of an im- 
perialist autocrat in its relation with 
Latin-American countries, but will 
prove itself to be, by practice and pre- 
cept. an advocate and proponent of 
the ideals of self-government and dem- 
ocratic freedom.”

He makes an earnest plea for a 
cooperative ‘‘pull-together’ in order 
to redeem the state from the in- 
jury that her road system is forcing. 


PETTING OF CRIMINALS. 

In a recent address in Chicago 
Newton D. Baker, of Cleveland, sec- 
retary of war in the Wilson admin- 
istration, vigorously deplored the 
tendency of the times to shower 
“maudlin sympathy’ upon crimi- 
nals. In that tendency he sees— 
and correctly so—more difficulty 
in the enforcement of law, and a 
distressing but unquestioned invi- 
tation to commit crime. Said Mr. 
Baker: 

“Today, instead of making” the 
world safe for democracy, we must 
make our cities safe for ourselves to 
live in. To do this we need to or- 
ganize public opinion in such a way 
as to overcome apathy for crime con- 
ditions and the maudlin sympathy 
displayed for the criminal. There 
must be more sympathy for the vic- 
tim of the criminal, for the police who 
apprehend the criminal, the prosecutor 
and the judge who bend their ef- 
forts to bring him to justice.” 


That is as sound as the gospel. 
Not only is the maudlin petting of 
criminals promoting crime, and at 
the same time/ tearing down en- 
forcement, but it is lamentably 
spreading to Jegislatures and to the 
courts and to grand jury rooms. 
Laws are in the criminal codes of 
many states today that actually seek 
to defend and protect the criminals, 
and to give them inexcusable tech- 
nical opportunities to escape penal- 
ties, and justice to society. 

The occasion of Mr. Baker’s ad- 
dress was the midwest conference of 
the special committee on firearms 
regulation of the national crime 
‘commission. According to press 
dispatches, practical unanimity of 
opinion prevailed among those af- 
tending that crime in this country 
‘can be curbed only when there is 
|adequate legislation by all states and 
the federal government to regulate 
the sale and distribution of all fire- 
arms. 

Practically all shared also in the 
| view that the carrying of weapons 
by private citizens as a means of 
'defense against thugs, stickup men 
and other criminals was worse than 
futile. 

The Constitution has consistently 
advocated the strict regulation of 
pocket firearms, made and distrib- 
juted for no other purpose than to 
‘take human life, and the restriction

Every child should be + immunized 
against diphtheria, scarlet fever, ty- 
phoid fever and smallpox before he 
enters school. Every family physician 
is prepared to give children this pro- 
tection. If parents cannot pay for 
private medical seryice of this sort, 
then In every city the school or health 
authorities are prepared to render free 
service, So there is no good excuse 
for the parent who fails to see to it 
that his child is protected against 
these diseases. 


I hope no parrot tongued. hare 
brained ‘amblyopic nincompoop,:’ who 
derives his culture from smoking car 
literature will write to tell me how 
shocked and disappointed he is to 
find a man of my (apparent) intelii- 
gence, etc.. advocating any such 
filthy, horrible. inhuman (et cetera) 
practice as this.

I have nothing to say to any par- 
ents, if any there be, who read such 
rotten stuff, but to the substantial, 
hard headed people who do not take 
much stock in claptrap mail order 
humbug or. the magazines which owe 
their existence to it, I would say 
this: Give your children a paidup, 
participating policy insuring them 
against diphtheria, searlet fever, ty- 
phoid fever and smalipox, and give it 
now when they need it most. Just 
how long the immunity conferred by 
the prophylactics lasts in réspect to 
any of the four diseases mentioned, no 
one can tell. It is in each instance a 
relative degree of immunity and net 
absolute, and it probably diminishes 
gradually throughout a period of many 
years, so that in certain special cir- 
cumstances the individual who -has 
been thus protected may eventually 
become once more susceptible when his 
immunity falls below the threshold. 
But immunization of; the child 1, ¢ 


or 3 years of age will at least protect 
the child through the most dangerous 
years. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Good and Bad Training. 

Is three weeks of training enough 
for a boy aged 16 to join his high 
school track team in interscholastic 
meets? (R. R.) 

Answer—Hardly. It is a serious 
mistake, both from the health and the 
athletic standpoints, for a boy to at- 
tempt to “train’’ in such a i pe- 
riod. As a rule, boys of that age 
should not be permitted to enter con- 
tests which are really for university 
men, such as football, marathons and 
long distances or endurance events 
generally. No school boy should be 
permitted io attempt athletic training 
until he has first been examined by 
his physician and found fit. This phy- 
sical examination should not be tte 
perfunctory or farcical medical in- 
spection made by a doctor employed 
on a wholesale arrangement, but a 
real examination by the boy's family 
doctor or other private physician. 
Parents who would scorn to summon 
a popular quack, prominent in the 
sporting news, to care for a sick son,. 
seem to think it is all right to allow 
a son to “train’’ under the direction 
of a popular coach, prominent in the 
sporting news. This vicious control 
or direction of athletics prevails even 
in schools where competent phy.ical 
instructors, trained for the work, are, 
employed. The outside “coach” gives 
the blighting touch of professional- 
ism, which the badly educated young- 
sters think rather smart. It seems 
so collegiate. It is nevertheless a de- 
moralizing thing in the school life 
and parents with the welfare of their 
sons or daughters at heart should in- 
— a housecleaning of school ath- 
etics,

The term “illiterate’ as used by 
the census bureau signifies inability 
of persons 10 years of age and more 
to write in any language, and not 
necessarily English. In general un- 
derstanding the illiterate class com- 
prises only those who have not had 
any schooling whatever. 

In this country, 10 years is prob 
ably the base line of common intelli- 
gence or susceptibility to other edu- 
cation than that of the three R’s. 
From thar line mental and psycholog- 
ical powers of the individual begin to 
expand, yield to training and develop 
selective direction. All prior teaching 
tends to bring the minds of the young 
to that point of personal exfloriation.

The Klementary Schools. 

The philosophy and practical wis- 
dom that led to the creation of the 
public school systems had ihat pri- 
mary object in view. 

The creators of the earliest consti- 
tution of Georgia believed tixt to be 
an essential function of government, 
and provided for such education as 
fully as the resources of the new state 
would seem to warrant. Following 
that initiai :pr-cedent, the makers of 
the present nstitution of Georgia 
laid upon the state the obligation to 
maintain s system of public schools 
for the edueation of the children of 
the state “in the elementary branches 
of an English education.” 

While the constitution of the United 
States conferred no power upon the 
federal government to establish a na- 
tional system of schools, it did give to 
congress the power to administer the 
public domain. Under the plan de- 
vised by Thomas Jefferson, cne sec- 
tion, 640 scres, in each township of 
the surveyed public lands was given 
to that township for public sehool pro- 
motion. Subsequently two sections of 
each township were so set aside, and 
the new states in the west thet have 
come into the original union are in- 
debted to the wisdom of Jefferson and 
the value »f those donated lands for 
most of their splendid schools nnd the 
foundations of their universities.

The Seuth Is Most Affected. 

‘ The illiteracy stigma obviously af- 
fects the southern states more than 
any others in the union, due to the 
long isolation. of our mountain popu- 
lations, our post-war poverties and the 
presence of the great percentage of 
unschooled negroes in our section. 

The latest official figures available 
give 6 per cent illiterates in tlhe total 
population of the union. 

The smallest percentage is in the 
Pacific staies of Washington. Oregon 
and California, where it is 2.7: which 
rather negstives the boast of New 
Inglanders that their region is that 
of “classie supremacy.” seeing that 
the New Kngland ratio of illiterates 
is 4.9. 

The higher percentages are in the 
south. In the south Atlantic group, 
embracing Virginia, West - Virginia, 
North and South Carolina, teorgia 
and Florida, the percentage ix 12.3; 
in the east south central grouy, which 
Tennessee, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi, the percentage 
is 12.7: while in the west south cen- 
tral, constijuted of Arkansas, Louis- 
iana, Oklahoma and Texas, the per- 
centage is 10. 

The highest percentages elsewhere 
than in the south are in New England 
and in the middle Atlantic states of 
New York, New Jersey and ij’ennsyl- 
vania. In each group the percentage 
is 4.9. ae

Texas, while reducing her ratio by 
1.6 per cent, increased the actual 
number of illiterates by 12,940,. chief- 
ly by: Mexican immigrants; but Texas 
was the only southern state that did 
not reduce her actual number of -illit- 
erates. The reduction in Georgia was 
from 389,775 to 328,838. or an actual 
reduction of 60,937. Alabama réd 
from, 74,628, and. Mississippi by 68,- 
501; Kentucky cut her quota by 53, 
O70, and Tennessee hers by 38,442.

Natives, Foreigners and Negroes. 

The figures regarding illiteracy in 
the various states and larger cities 
furnish some interesting facts. 

In Connecticut, only four-tenths of 
one per cent of the natives are illiter- 
ate, but 17 per cent of the foreign in- 
habitants are in that condition, as are 
6.2 per cent of the negroes in. that 
state.. In Pennsylvania, four-fifths of 
one per cent of the natives are illit- 
erate, but 18.9 per cent of its foreign- 
ers are so, and 6.1 per cent of its 
negroes in like ignorance. . 

But in Georgia the figures go the 
other way, for with us 5.4 of our. 
foreigners are ignorant, but 29.1 of 
our negroes are so enumerated. The 
percentage of foreign illiterates in 
South a is 6.2, and of negroes 
it is 29.3. . 

Louisiana.has the highest propor- 
tions in the union. Her per cent of 
native illiterates is 10.5, of foreign 
illiterates 21.9 and of negroes ‘ 
Only New Mexico approaches with 
11.6 of her natives, 27.1 of her for- 
éigners and 4.3 of her negroes classed 
as illiterates. Her general perrentage 
is 15.6 as against Louisiana’s 21, ¢ 
highest in continental United States. 

In Atlanta, only 1.2 per cent of 
native whites are illiterates, while our 
foréign element shows a percentage of 
4.8 and our negroes 17.8, in spite of 
all the adequate school provisions that 
are open and free to them. is 

The general per cent of illiterates 
in Atlanta is 6.6, and in New York 
city it is 6.2. In Massachusetts the 
percentage in New Bedford is 12.1, 
and in Fall River it is 11.9. } 


Backing a Federal rt 
It is quite permissiole to see in the 
renewed agitation against national il- 
literacy a desire to secure the creation | 
of a “department of education” with 
a secretary to rank rs a cabinet min- 
ister. i 
Such a measure has been, and is 
now more strenuously than . ever, 
pressed upon the congress. The states 
and schools are full of ambitious edu- - 
cators who are eager to centralize anf 
standardize the educational -processes 
of the country. Because agriculture, 
commerce and labor have su in 
getting separate departments and cab- 
inet status, they want education to be 
now equally recognized. ae, 
While state superintendents of pub- 
lic education, some of them in strong 
southern states, are urging the new 
department, the opponents of_ the 
scheme are fighting it upon the basic 
principte that it would Le another and 
vital invasion of the right of the 2 
to control the subject of education.

your colums. are ever open for the 
ndvancement and welfare of (:°orgia, 
may I again through them be per- 
mitted to compare a few facts upon 
motor vehicies taxes or registration, 
as you allowed me last June threugh 
~our column to compare insurance 
upon cars, which I feel has dore some 
good.

Colorado, as you see, with 
less tax upor motor vehicles as well 
as gas, with its mountain country, 
has far superior roads to Georgia, and 
I would furthermore say that they 
are not patch-work roads like we have 
i:. this state. Also leaving Trinidad 
in a snowstorm, the highways had a 
man out keeping the Raccoon pass 
open over the Rocky mountains, and 
likewise the roads were in good con- 
dition, and the scrapers were out 
everywhere iz that sparsely settled 
state of Arizona.

Railroad stocks 
fell from their high stock market posi- 
tion of 1906 largely because of the 
pcoenunoes directed by railway of- 

icials aml railway bankers against 
government regulation of the carriers. 
This occurred between 1906 and out- 
break of the world war, which put 
on the finishing touches stockmarket- 
wise as a result of the enormous liqui- 
dation of our railway shares by for- 
eign holders. Our war time govern- 
ment operation of the railroads was 
also a factor. 

Consolidation. 

Senator Cummins, who was classed 
as a conservative, was more respon- 
sible than any other individual for 
the transportation act of 1920, re- 
quiring compulsory consolidation of 
the railroads along lines followed by 
England after the ending of the war. 
After years in marking time the con- 
clusion was generally reached that the 
merger clause of the 1920 transporta- 
tion act was a mistake but that inde- 
pendent railway consolidations should 
be allowed which are not prohibited by 
the law intended to prevent combina- 
tions in restraint of trade. a law that 
has never been changed despite the 
many amendments to the interstate 
comunerce act. 

As a result of this change in law 
and sentiment regarding railroad mer- 
gers an intensely interesting railroad 
situation has arisen, especially in the 
east. As a result c* the various rail- 
road merger plans of the past few 
years starting with the ambitious un- 
dertakings of the Van Sweringens in 
Nickel Plate backed by powerful rail- 
road and banking interests, New. York 
Central. Pennsylvania, Baltimore & 
Ohio, Nickel Plate and Delaware & 
Hudson appear to be walking around 
each other growling with their hair 
up on their back, in the meantime 
buying this or that road having mer- 
ger values, and in so doing naturally 
attracting a speculative following.

The first formal] function in con- 
nection with the celebration of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the 
charter by which the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Co. came into being 
will take place in Baltimore February 
28, when a dinner will be held at 
the Lyric theater. 

Invitations for this ogcasion will be 


sent to some 800 persoas. Those in- 
vited to be the guests of the presi- 
dent and directors of the company will 
include, among. others, the governor 
of Maryland, members of the Mary- 
land legislature, the mayor of Balti- 
more, members of the city council of 
Baltimore, other state and municipal 
officials, presidents and officers of 
other railrods, some of whom formerly 
were comaected with the company ; 
professional and business men of Balti- 
more and other cities, Baltimore & 
Ohio officials, employees with long 
records still in active service. as well 
as some who are on the pension rolls, 
and about 100 employees from the 
rank and file representing the various 
fields of the company’s activities. 

Daniel Willard, president of the 
company, will preside at the dinner. 
Addresses will be made by Albert G. 
Ritchie, governor of Maryland; How- 
ard W. Jackson, mayor of Baltimore, 
and Newton D. Baker, of Cleveland, 
a director of the Baltfmore & Ohio 
and secretary of war during Presi- 
dent Wilson’s administration. 


Pageants Proposed. 


For months the Baltimore & Ohio 
management has been considering 
plans to celebrate befittingly this year 
the centenary of the eompaiay. Real- 
izing that the anniversary is one in 
which those deeply interested are le- 
gion, especially Marylanders and RBal- 
timoreans, it was found that it would 
be necessary, in order to give ample 
opportuwaity for all to share in the 
enjoyment that such ceremonies would 
afford. to hold the chief functions of 
the celebration at a time of the year 
when weather conditions would be fa- 
vorable: for outdoor festivities.

In addition to the cus- 
tomary program there will be present- 
ed some historical matters relating to 
the early days of the Baltimore and 
Ohio in a unique way,’ more or less 
as a surprise. The details of the pro- 
gram are not yet far enough advanced 
to be revealed, but it may be said that 
the whole occasion will appropriately 
commemorate the rounding out of a 
century of existence and the beginning 
of the second century of a railroad 
which owes its origin, being and de- 
velopment today to the foresight, de- 
termination and courage of Maryland- 
ers and Baltimoreans, of whom all 
Americans should be rightly proud. 


Aside from the local sentiment 
about the Baltimore and Ohio which 
naturally is inherent in the hearts of

TIME HAS ARRIVED 
FOR NATION-WIDE 
DRIVE ON SAFETY 


When approximately 700 persons 
are killed in four weeks in automobile 


accidents in American cities and on 
highways near cities, as recent statis- 
tics show, it is time for more drastic 
measures to be taken to safeguard 
human life, Logan Clarke. well-known 
insurance man, with offices in the 
Fourth National Bank building, as- 
serted Sunday. 

Mr. Clarke thinks the time has ar- 
rived for-a nation-wide drive to pro- 
tect men, women and children on the 
streets, highways, in public places 
and elsewhere so as “‘to conserve the 
nation’s greatest resources.” 

“During a four-week period, accord- 
ing to statistics received in my office,” 
stated Mr. Clarke, “deaths from auto- 
mobile accidents over the country 
reached & total of nearly 700. This 
is more than the greatest number 
recorded during any four weeks period 
last, year. 

‘to these motoring fatalities must 
be added the many who were killed 
in railway disasters, mine blasts and 
in fires, to reach the total of acci- 
dental deaths in this country. When 
all is told the result is amply suf- 
ficient to justify safety councils in 
urging a nation-wide effort to halt 
| the epidemic of accidental deaths.” 

The chief cause of most of the coun- 
try’s accidental death toll is careless- 
ness, Mr. Clarke further stated. This 
is found in motoring to a greater ex- 
tent than in other activities, because 
motorists do not seem to realize the 
need for self preservation. 

The harge number of children kill- 
ed these days is deplorable, and the 
parents and teachers of children every- 
where can do no higher work than 
teach those in their care to always 
be careful.

This bank has loaned $50,614,220 to 
15,925 farmers during its ten years 
of existence.
